He w as told the man had a dis­ 
agreem ent with his employer and 


was asking the pub'tp not to pa­ 
tronize the shop. 
"And nobody arrests him ?” Or­ 
lov asked. 
Drivt Through Harlem 
The bus turned up Fifth Avenue. 
It went past the Em pire State 
Building. The Russians craned to 
look up at its 102 stories but no 
one m ade any comment. On past 
the glittering departm ent stores 
and Mrs. Anna Butenko, a house­

“ Where are the trees?” 
H er question was answered as
